His friend Stone resided adja- 
ceut to the block, and states that this 
morning|he was awakened by a hard scu file 
on the sidewalk, mixed with curses and 
an occasional thud, which indicated mur- 
derous blows with some |heavy weapon. 
Looking from the wiudoW he saw Spen- 
cer engaged in a combat with 
four persons, two negroes and two 
whites, and atthe time @ppeared to be 
successfully defending himself, rapidly 
knocking his assailants down with his 
fist, but he was finally overpowered by a 
blow over the head with a club, which 
laid him senseless.

TROUBLE BREWING. 


Prospects of Trouble in Georgia Arising 
from the Supplanting of Free White Labor 
in the Rising Fawn Furnace by a Force of 
Negro Convicts—Senator Brown the 
Lessee. 








CARTERSVILLE, GA., May 19. 

Reports of trouble come from Rising 
Fawn Furnace, owned largely by Senator 
Brown, who is discharging free white 
laborers and filling their places with 
negro convicts. When Captain W. D. 
Grant recently sold out his lease of a 
portion of the convicts Senator 
Brown was one of the purchasers 
and received about seventy-five 
of the convicts. Having already, 
under his former lease, a sufficient force 
of convicts at the Dad coal mines, he 
proposed to employ his new gang of con- 
victs at Rising Fawn Furnace, in lieu of 
free labor, upon which he had heretofore 
depended. A day or two ago notices were 
posted at the iron-works to the effect 
that in a few days the free laborers would 
be relieved fromr employment and their 
places supplied by convicts. Tothis brief 
and peremptory notification the free labor- 
ers have taken bitter exceptions and arein 
a state of excited discontent. Some of 
them are much enraged, and are said to 
be counseling resistance by force to the 
work of supplanting them with felons. 
They affirm that this discharge comes up- 
on them unprepared, and subjects them- 
selves and their families to enforced idle- 
ness and hardships at a very critical sea- 
son of the year. They have sent a protest 
to Senator Brown, detailing their griev- 
ance, and are awaiting his ney. The

Important on the Freedman’s 
Aid Society. Determined not 

to Change the Name of 
the Organization. 

Philadelphia, May 20.—Im the Methodist 
Episcopal General Conference the report 
on common intemperance was presented to 
day. It urges the people to use their infiu- 
ence to banish the social glass from socie- 
ty. It recommends the formation of juve- 
nile temperance societies in the Sunday 
school, and that there shall be one tempe: 
rance lesson each quarter in Sunday school 
series. It also recommended that our State 
legislatures be requested to introduce in- 
structions as to the use of alcohol into State 
aniversities and public schools. It says it 
is the liquor traffic, which is the chief 
source of widespread intemperance, which 
is the most gigantic evil of the day. The 
committee recommends the formation of 
conference temperance societies in all the 
Annual Conferences. The complete legal 
prohibition of the liquor traffic is held to 
be the duty of the civil government; that 
the people ought not to allow themselves 
to be controlled by party organizations, 
managed in the interest of the liquor traf- 
fic. Several motions were made postpon~ 
ingaction on the above report, but they 
were all defeated and the report was adopt- 
ed. 

Rev. J. M. Buckley was elected editor of 
the Christian Advocate; Rev. J. H. Bayliss 
of the Western Christian Advocate; Rev. 
Arthur Edwards, the present incumbent of 
the Northwestern Christian Advocate; Rev. 
Benj. St. James Fry, of the Central Chris- 
tian Advocate, and Kev. O. H. Warren, the 
present incumbent ot the Northern Cbri.- 
tian Advocate. Report No. 9, of the Com- 
mittee on Episcopacy, which was present-~ 
ed by Rev. Dr. Curry, stated that bya 
unanimous vote they had recommended the 
election of a Missionary Bishop for Africa. 

The Committee on the Freedman’s Aid 
Society this afternoon adopted a report to 
be presented to the General Conference to 
morrow *mbracing the entire question of 
educetional work in the South among 
whites and blacks. The report will doubt- 
less be the subject of a long and lively de- 
bate. The committee voted to recommend 
that the name of the society be not chang 
ed, and that an appeal be made to the 
church to raise $500,000 during the cen- 
tenniul year for work in the South. 

The committee say in the report that the 
mixed scheols and mixed congregations 
may in many places be most desirable and 
best for all concerned. In other places one 
class or the other, or both, may prefer sep- 
arate congregations and separate schools, 
if so, such is their right and we heartily 
concur. 

The report further states that it is the 
judgment of this committee that the entire 
educational work ofthe M. E. Church in 
the Southern States should be under the 
direction of one society, and that in view 
of the great success of the Freedman’s Aid

Death From Emotion. 





From America (says the London Zan- 
cet) comes the record of a very instruc- 
tive case in which a man “died from 
fright, and where the death narrowly 
escaped being attributed tu ether. ‘The 
patient had received a severe injury to 
his hip during some blasting operations. 
Some days after the injury a consultation 
was held on his case in the Wilkesbarre 
Hospital, and it was considered necessary 
to administer ether. The man objected 
to this and urged that his heart was 
weak, but it was considered necessary to 
ansesthetise him. This decision seemed 
to affect the man strongly, he breathed 
with great difficulty, asked for the win- 
dows to be opened, and died in a few 
minutes, No ethey.or anesthetic had 
been administered, and be had not snf- 
fered any pain from the partial examin- 
ation of the hipthat had been made. No 
particulars of the actnal state of the 
heart are given, but we are told a ‘“‘mur- 
mur” was present. There is no difficulty, 
however, in tracing the death to a pow- 
erful inhibitory inflnencea mpon a weak 
neart. Had the surgeons begun to ad- 
minister ether his death would have 
been wrongfully attributed to the effects 
of the anesthetic.

Swindiing in Quinine. 


A short time ago it was discovered by 
the doctors attached to the great hospi- 
tals in Paris that the use of the quinine 
supplied to those establishments not 
only did not prove satisfactory, but that 
it proved itively injurious to their 
patients. The quinine was therefore 
analyzed with the result that it was 
found to be largely adulterated. An 
inquiry was institutcd, and a wholesale 
druggist named Lacombe, by whom the 
medicine was supplied by contract, has 
been tried for the offense of adulterating 
the quinine, and has at length been con- 
demned by the Eighth Chamber to a 
year’s imprisonment, fifty francs fine, 
and the insertion of the judgment at his 
own expense in a number of the leading 
newspapers.

Wildcat Banking. 








“Wildcat banking days? Yes, I had 
son.e little experience of how business 
was done in those times,’’ said Mr. 

‘Banks used to be 
started on a capital of land; it was as- 
sessed at a certain value, generally 
about ten times what it was worth, and 
the bank allowed to issue a proportion 
of the amount in notes. Cn paper the 
scheme was perfection, all the safe- 
guards imaginable, but it was all on pa- 
per. You see, we fellows came from the 
fast, and I imagined that fortunes 
were to be made out here, but people 
didn’t have any money to do business 
with. So this wildcat money was is- 
sued, and as soon 4s a man got some of 
it he was mighty anxious to change it 
{with alaugh|. ‘The man who could 
change it quickest was the fellow who 
came out best. 1 remember one funny, 
instance. At the time I was keeping 
a store 1 had some bills to pay in New 
York. I bad lots of wildcat money, 
but unforiunately it was no good down 
East. I had a neighbor of the name of 
Ellmore who was about in the same fix. 
He proposed collecting all the money 
he could get on one bank and 
getting it exchanged. He was 
pretty sanguine about the success 
of his scheme, but I wasn’t; at any rate I 
told him we would try it.

“How long did wildcat hanks flour- 
ish?”’ 

“From about 1837 to 1839, if I re- 
member rightly. At first the notes cir- 
culated in the neighboring Staies, but 
afterward the a:t creating the banks 
was declared unconstitutional, and they 
collapsed. Men who have nad any ex- 
perience of that kind of currency are 
now anxious to see the present system 
retained, and not have an unsecured 
medium.’’—Detroit Times.

—Naturalists urge that bumble-bees’ 
nests should be carefully preserved, the 
insect being the most valuable we have 
in the fertilization of fruits and other 
crops, their tongues being longer than 
tho e of honey-bees, and therefore bet- 
ter adapted to securing pollen and de- 
positing it on other blossoms. 

—Guenon, the eminent French au- 
thority, says he has noticed that in gen- 
eral those cows which have four equal 
teats and those which have six (four 
e jual and two smaller ones, which sure- 
jy yield no milk) belong especially to 
the higher order of their class, and that 
those of inferior orders have usually 
four teats with one false nipple. 


—Beggar Stew: Take all sorts ot 
cooked and uncooked scraps of meat, 
cut into very small pieces and put them 
into a stewpan with the bones chopped; 
pepper and salt, a little sliced onion, 
double the quantity of raw potatoes, and 
cold water to cover; simmer quite gently 
for three hours and, after removing the 
bones, serve very hot when the pota- 
toes are reduced to a pulp.—Zoledo 
Blade. 

—Oat Meal for Babes: Put four ta- 
blespoonfuls of oat mealin a tin pail 
and pour on it three pints of cold water. 
Put the pail in a vessel with hot water 
in it and boil steadily for two hours. 
Then pour it into an cat-mealstrainer— 
a common sieve will do—and drain all 
the liquid off thoroughly. To one cup 
of this add one ha'f cup of cream, two 
cups water and sugar enough to make 
it palatable. Give through a nursing 
boitle. Instead of the cream, if desira- 
bie, a half cup of the oat-meal water 
may be used. When rolled oats are 
used an hour’s cooking is enough.—N. 
Y. Tribune. 


—How we cook hams down South: 
Weigh your ham and wipe it with a 
damp cloth. Make a stiff paste of cold 
water and flour, and with your hand 
cover the entire ham with the paste an 
eighth of an inch thick. Put the ham 
thus covered with paste ina pan on a 
spider_or two muflin-rings; pop it ina 
hot oven and bake from fifteen to twen- 
ty minutes for each pound of ham. If 
the ham is under nine pounds in 
weight fifteeu minutes for each pound 
is sutticient; if over nine pounds, twen- 
ty. Being put in a hot oven, the paste 
immediately forms a thick crust round 
the ham, retaining all the juice, and 
when done the skin comes off with the 
crust, leaving your ham lovely to look 
at and most delicious to eat.—Cor. N 
Y. Posi. 
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Requirements of Crops. 








Every kind of crop: requires certain 
elements common to alli to be in or ad- 
ded to the soil in order to be grown in 

erfection. When we saaake to our 
ong cultivated soil potash, phosphoric 
acid and nitrogen in sufficiency, we 
have, with the addition of what the 
lands will supply, the elements ess-n- 
tial to the successful culture of any and 
all farm crops. Stable manure con- 
tains these fertilizing elements in the 
best known form for application to our 
land. Every fertile soil contains enough 
of the aforesaid constituents to produce 
one or more good crops; but every 
crop taken from the land reduces the 
supply till at last we come to an ex- 
hausted (worn out) soil, similar to what 
has occurred to thousands of acres in 
all of our oldest settled farm sections, 
wuere the land has been cropped in cot- 
ton, tobacco, corn, etc., without manure 
for many yea:s. The progressive 
farmer learns that his soil must be fed, 
somewhat on the same principle that he 
feeds his cows, but less freyuently— 
once a year, in some cases once in sey- 
eral years, answer allthe requirements 
ina regular rotation. But the ques- 
tion comes up: How = shall we 
feed our land, with stable manure 
or w:th commercial fertilizers? From 
my standpoint, 1 answer with stable, 
manure, if one can obtain or make 
enough. Leave the commercial fertil- 
izers as a ast resort or tu feed the one 
crop. Their proper place is in connec-, 
tion with stable manure, similar to the 
dessert following the principal dishes 
of adinner. Some tell us: ‘Each crop’ 
must have its own peculiar food and in 
proper proportion.’”” When we hear a 
person talking in that way we may con- 
clude that he is getting beyond his 
depth or his ability to instruct and ad- 
vise farmers profitably, because, as I un- 
derstand him, he is coming to the the- 
ory that all the farmer has to do in or- 
der to grow good crops is to call on the 
manufacturer or dealer in fertilizers 
and say: ‘Doctor, I intend to grow a 
crop of sugar beets andI want fertil- 
izers for the same so that I can obtain 
a big crop of sugar,”’ and the ‘‘doctor’’ 
prescribes according to his table of an- 
alysis. This is no newtheory, and isnot 
reliable as a rule; it may work in some 
cases, but generally it works unsatis- 
factorily, because it is impossible for 
anybody to know the relative propor- 
tion o? phosphoric acid, potash and ni- 
trogen that is in the soil before the fer- 
tili-er (medicine) is applied. Analysis 
fails to give solutions of such questions 
that are rel’able, as every field, perhaps 
every square yard of the same field, has 
different degrees of fertility.— German.
